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PREFACE 


The  delegates  to  the  19  71-19  72  Montana  Constitutional  Con- 
vention will  need  historical,  legal  and  comparative  informa- 
tion about  the  Montana  Constitution.   Recognizing  this  need, 
the  19  71  Legislative  Assembly  created  the  Constitutional 
Convention  Commission  and  directed  it  to  assemble  and  prepare 
essential  information  for  the  Convention. 

To  fulfill  this  responsibility,  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion Commission  is  preparing  a  series  of  research  reports 
under  the  general  title  of  Constitutional  Convention  Studies. 
In  addition  to  the  series  of  research  reports  the  Commission 
has  authorized  the  reprinting  of  certain  documents  for  the 
use  of  Convention  delegates. 

The  document  herein  republished  is  a  revision  and  updating 
of  two  reports  on  amendments  to  the  Montana  Constitution 
originally  prepared  by  the  Montana  Constitution  Revision 
Commission,  the  predecessor  to  the  present  Commission. 

The  Commission  is  indebted  to  the  University  of  Montana 
Bureau  of  Government  for  the  original  research  on  amendments 
proposed  in  the  legislature  since  1889,  and  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  research  on  the  approval  of  amendments  by  the 
voters  since  1889.   Additional  research  for  the  Memorandum 
was  done  by  Commission  staff.   All  proposed  amendments  are 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  dramatic  increase  in  the  number  of  amendments  proposed 
in  each  session  of  the  legislature  during  the  60 's  and  the 
increasingly  difficult  task  of  chosing  three  amendments  to 
submit  to  the  voters  for  ratification,  lead  directly  to  the 
legislature's  decision  to  place  the  question  of  calling  a 
convention  before  the  people.   The  Legislative  Council  study 
in  19  6  8  had  concluded:   "The  changes  needed  in  the  Montana 
Constitution  cannot  be  accomplished  adequately  through  the 
present  amendment  process.   This  process  encourages  'nitpick- 
ing' and  at  the  same  time  avoids  confrontation  with  the  basic 
problems  of  reform  and  change." 

This  Memorandum  which  documents  proposals  to  change  the 
Montana  Constitution  since  it  was  adopted  in  1889,  is  re- 
spectfully submitted  to  the  people  of  Montana  and  their 
delegates  to  the  1971-1972  Constitutional  Convention.

Amendments    to    this    constitution   may    be   proposed   in 
either   house    of   the    legislative    assembly ,    and    if 
the    same    shall   be    voted  for  by    two-thirds    of   the 
members    elected    to    each    house,    such   proposed   amend- 
ments,   together   with    the    ayes    and   nays    of   each 
house    thereon,    shall   be    entered   in    full    on    their 
respective    journals ;    and    the    secretary    of   state 
shall    cause    the    said   amendment    or    amendments    to   be 
published   in   full   in    at    least    one   newspaper   in 
each    county    (if  such    there    be)    for    three    months 
previous    to    the   next    general    election    for  members 
to    the    legislative    assembly ;    and   at   said  election 
the    said   amendment   or   amendments    shall   be    sub- 
mitted  to    the    qualified  electors    of   the   state    for 
their   approval    or   resection    and  such    as    are    ap- 
proved by    a   majority    of  those    voting    thereon    shall 
become   part   of   the    constitution.       Should  more    amend- 
ments   than   one   be    submitted   at    the    same    election , 
they    shall   be    so   prepared   and   distinguished  by    num- 
bers   or   otherwise    that   each    can   be    voted   on    sepa- 
rately;   provided,    however,    that   not    more    than    three 
amendments    to    this    constitution    shall    be    submitted 
at    the    same    election.

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CHAPTER  I 

INTRODUCTION  AND  SUMMARY 

Since  1889  the  Montana  Constitution  has  been  amended  37  times. 
Over  50  0  amendments  have  been  introduced  into  the  legislature. 
Of  that  number  61  amendments  have  been  approved  by  the  legis- 
lature for  submission  to  the  voters,  but  one  amendment  in  1904 
was  divided  into  two  amendments  when  the  secretary  of  state 
placed  it  on  the  ballot,  thus  increasing  the  number  of  amend- 
ments to  62.   Of  the  6  2  amendments,  five  approved  by  the  le- 
gislature were  never  voted  on  by  the  people  because  the  gover- 
nor vetoed  one  and  the  Supreme  Court  invalidated  four  others 
for  procedural  irregularities  prior  to  the  election.   There- 
fore, the  people  of  Montana  have  boted  on  only  57  amendments 
of  the  62  submitted.   Of  the  57  amendments  voted  on,  the  people 
have  approved  40,  but  following  ratification,  three  amendments 
were  invalidated  by  the  Supreme  Court  because  of  procedural 
irregularities,  leaving  37  amendments  in  effect. 

The  1889  Constitution  contained  20  articles  including  the  sche- 
dule.  Of  these,  9  remain  unchanged:   Article  I — Boundaries; 
Article  II — Military  Reservations;  Article  III — Declaration  of 
Rights;  Article  IV — Distribution  of  Powers;  Article  V--State 
Institutions  and  Public  Buildings;  Article  XIV — Military  Af- 
fairs; Article  XV — Corporations;  Article  XVII--Public  Lands, 
and  Article  XX — Schedule.   The  157  sections  in  the  1889  Consti- 
tution have  increased  to  181  through  amendments.   Over  half  the 
amendments  have  dealt  with  either  finance  or  local  government. 
Ten  amendments  have  involved  finance  and  nine  have  dealt  with 
local  government.   Two  additional  amendments  on  local  govern- 
ment were  approved  by  the  voters  but  declared  void  by  the 
Supreme  Court. 

LEGISLATURE 

An  amendment  providing  for  initiative  and  referendum  was 
adopted  in  1905  as  a  result  of  the  progressive  era  in  Montana. 
In  19  66  the  Constitution  was  amended  to  conform  the  apportion- 
ment provisions  with  the  one-man  one-vote  rulings  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  by  deleting  the  provision  for  one  senator 
from  every  county  and  providing  that  both  houses  of  the  legis- 
lature would  be  apportioned  according  to  population.   An  amend- 
ment to  increase  the  60-day  legislative  session  to  80  days  was 
defeated  in  1968.   In  1968  the  legislative  article  was  amended 
to  permit  the  legislature  to  provide  by  law  for  the  filling  of 
legislative  vacancies.   Previously  the  section  had  been 
amended  to  provide  that  county  commissioners  instead  of  the 
governor  would  fill  vacancies.   A  1966  amendment  gave  the  le- 
gislature additional  powers  to  provide  for  continuity  of  gov- 
ernment in  a  period  of  emergency  resulting  from  a  disaster 
caused  by  an  enemy  attack. 
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EXECUTIVE 


The  1970  twenty-department  executive  reorganization  amendment 
marked  the  first  major  change  in  the  executive  department  as 
established  by  the  1889  Constitution.   In  1970  an  amendment 
providing  for  extra  "executive  reorganization  amendments"  in 
the  1972,  1974,  and  1976  general  elections  was  also  approved. 
Previously  the  Board  of  Pardons  had  been  reorganized  by  an 
amendment  in  19  54  and  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  and 
Industry  separated  in  1950.   Two  significant  executive  reor- 
ganization amendments  were  defeated  in  1919.   One  amendment 
would  have  authorized  the  legislature  to  create  a  Board  of 
Administration  and  the  second  would  have  created  a  state  tax 
commission.   An  important  amendment  rejected  in  1934  would 
have  provided  for  an  executive  budget.   An  amendment  approved 
by  the  legislature  in  1959  to  eliminate  the  constitutional 
status  of  the  state  board  of  prison  commissioners  was  not 
placed  on  the  ballot  when  the  governor  failed  to  sign  it. 


JUDICIARY 


An  amendment  in  1962  to  eliminate  the  constitutional  status 
of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  police  and  municipal  courts,  leaving 
the  establishment  of  inferior  courts  to  the  legislature,  was 
defeated.   In  1964  the  Constitution  was  amended  to  permit  the 
salary  increases  for  Supreme  Court  and  district  court  judges. 

In  1900  the  Judicial  Article  had  been  amended  to  permit  dis- 
trict judges  to  sit  on  the  Supreme  Court  when  a  Supreme  Court 
justice  was  disqualified. 


EDUCATION 


An  amendment  proposed  by  the  1969  Legislature  to  create  a 
separate  appointive  board  of  education  and  a  separate  board 
of  regents  for  the  University  System  never  reached  the  ballot 
because  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  constitutional  amendments 
had  to  be  signed  by  the  governor.   An  amendment  creating  an 
appointive  board  of  education  was  rejected  by  the  voters  in 
1942.   The  public  school  fund  was  made  part  of  the  Montana 
Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  in  1938  and  restrictions  on  the  invest- 
ment of  the  fund  were  imposed.   The  formula  for  distribution 
of  the  interest  and  income  from  the  public  school  fund  and 
public  school  lands  was  revised  in  1920  to  add  five  percent 
of  the  interest  and  income  each  year  to  the  principal.   A 
proposal  effecting  the  distribution  of  the  interest  and  income 
funds  was  rejected  in  1949.   In  1958  the  provision  on  debt 
limitations  was  revised  to  separate  tlie  bonding  capacity  of 
school  districts  and  high  school  districts. 
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SUFFRAGE 


Leading  national  trends,  the  franchise  was  extended  to  women 
in  1914  and  to  19-year-olds  in  1970.   In  1932  suffrage  on 
questions  concerning  the  creation  of  any  levy,  debt  or  lia- 
bility v;as  limited  to  taxpayers.   An  amendment  proposed  by 
the  1971  legislature  would  lower  the  voting  age  to  18  and 
remove  the  taxpayer  qualification. 


LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 


In  1902  the  term  of  county  commissioners  was  increased  from 
four  years  to  six  years,  and  commissioner  districts  created 
in  1928.   The  terms  of  other  county  officers  except  the 
county  attorney  were  increased  from  two  years  to  four  in 
19  38  and  the  county  attorney's  term  was  increased  from  two 
to  four  years  in  1962. 

In  1922  the  people  adopted  an  amendment  authorizing  the  legis- 
lature to  provide  for  any  form  of  government  for  counties, 
cities  and  towns,  including  consolidated  forms  of  government. 
In  19  34  county  commissioners  were  authorized  to  consolidate 
county  offices  and  in  1938  an  amendment  was  adopted  requiring 
a  majority  vote  in  each  county  prior  to  abandoning  or  abolish- 
ing a  county  or  consolidating  a  county  with  another  county. 

Amendments  in  1942  and  1944,  increasing  the  term  of  office 
for  municipal  officers,  were  rejected,  and  a  similar  amend- 
ment failed  to  reach  the  ballot  in  19  60  when  it  was  declared 
void  by  the  attorney  general  because  the  governor  did  not 
sign  it.   A  provision  to  permit  state  and  local  officials  to 
receive  an  increase  in  salary  during  their  term  of  office 
was  rejected  by  the  voters  in  19  68. 


FINANCE 


In  19  33  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Article  was  amended  to  permit 
graduated  and  progressive  personal  and  corporate  income  taxes. 
In  1910  a  proposal  was  adopted  to  raise  the  state  mill  levy 
maximum  from  1  and  1/2  mills  to  2  and  1/2  mills  until  the 
taxable  property  reached  the  value  of  $600,000,000  when  it 
would  drop  to  2  mills. 

In  19  56  the  "anti-diversion  amendment"  earmarked  for  highways 
revenue  derived  from  fees  and  taxes  relating  to  motor  vehicles 
and  fuels. 

In  1950  the  three  percent  debt  limit  on  cities,  towns,  school 
districts  and  high  school  districts  was  raised  to  five  percent. 
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The  duties   of  the  county  boards  of  equalization  were  re- 
defined in  1916  and  a  separate  state  board  of  equalization 
appointed  by  the  governor  was  created  in  1922.   The  state 
depository  board  with  authority  to  designate  depositories 
for  state  funds  was  created  in  190  8. 

Article  XXI — Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund — was  adopted  in 
1924  and  extensively  amended  in  1938.   The  article,  consist- 
ing of  18  sections,  originally  provided  for  the  acceptance 
and  administration  of  gifts,  trusts,  and  grants  to  the  state. 
In  19  38  it  was  amended  to  include  the  public  school  land 
grant  funds  in  the  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  and  to  limit  the 
investment  of  the  fund  to  certain  government  securities. 

Mortgages  were  exempted  from  taxation  by  an  amendment  in  1918 
and  an  amendment  to  exempt  governmental,  municipal  and  non- 
profit organizations  from  taxation  was  rejected  in  1915. 

An  amendment  rejected  in  1924  would  have  added  an  Article  XXII 
to  the  Constitution,  consisting  of  11  sections  providing  for 
a  World  War  I  soldiers'  bonus  financed  by  a  one  mill  property 
tax.   An  amendment  to  authorize  a  tax  levy  on  agricultural 
land  for  hail  insurance  was  defeated  in  1926. 


LABOR 


In  1904  amendments  were  added  to  the  Labor  Article  to  prohibit 
the  employment  of  children  under  16  in  underground  mines  and 
providing  for  an  8-hour  day  in  mills,  smelters,  mines  and  for 
government  employment.   In  19  36  the  8-hour  day  was  amended  to 
cover  all  industries  and  occupations,  except  farming  and  stock- 
raising  and  the  legislature  was  authorized  to  reduce  the 
number  of  hours  constituting  a  day's  work. 


AMENDMENT  AND  REVISION 


An  amendment  to  increase  from  three  to  six  the  limit  on  the 
number  of  amendments  that  may  be  submitted  by  a  legislature  to 
the  vote  of  the  people  was  rejected  in  19  68.   An  amendment  to 
permit  additional  "executive  reorganization  amendments"  in  the 
1972,  1974,  and  1976  general  elections  was  approved  in  1970. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


An  amendment  approved  by  the  19  69  legislature  to  legalize 
bingo  for  charitable,  fraternal  and  non-profit  associations 
v/as  vetoed  by  the  governor.
